study, although it previously had 
been approved by the

and labor committee.

an amendment by Senator Taft (R- 
Ohio) eliminating a provision au- 
thorizing benefit payments to ci- 
vilian defense personnel injured in 
practice blackouts. The Senate vot- 
ed the benefits last week, but Pep- 
per said today he would not object 
to reconsideration of that vole. 


George asserted that the finance 


committee, which has handled gov- 
ernment benefit legislation in the 
past, ought to be given the oppor- 
tunity to determine the amount of 
responsibility 
the 
government 


should assume toward civilian war 
victims. 


Pepper replied by reading to the 


Senate a telegram from Senator 
La Follette (Prog-Wis), a finance 
committee 
member, 
opposing 


George's move to delay immediate 
action on the bill. 


Pointing out that Congress had 


made provision to guarantee prop- 
erty owners against losses in bomb- 
ing attacks, LaFollcttc said he did 
not believe a "double standard" ol 
responsibility ou^ht to be set up. 


"It would be a gross injustice to 


treat the loss of life or limb or 
other consequence of enemy action 
loss generously," LaFollette's tele- 
gram said.

V-Mail Service 
to U.S.Troops 


.The Post Office Department ,in 


conjunction with the War and Navy 
Departments 
,has now instituted 


"V-Mail Service" for the more ex- 
peditious handling of mail to and 
from members of the armed forces 
outside 
the 
continental 
United 


States. 


A "V-letter" consists of a mes- 


sage written upon a single sheet of 
paper, which is of a special, stan- 
dard, uniform and distinctive char- 
acter. These letter sheets are a 
combination letter and envelope. 
On the correspondence side of the 
sheet is the largest space possible to R. S. Disie 
for the written message, together of SW'A, and 
with .a space for the name and ad- 
dresses of both the sender and the 
addressee, and a space for the mil- 
itary censor's stamp. After the mes- 
sage is written, the sheet is folded 
and sealed to form an envelope, 
which must also bear the name and 
address of the sender, and the full 
address, including rank and organ- 
ization, of the member of the arm- 
ed forces to which the letter is be- 
ing sent. The message and address 
must be plainly written, with eith- 
er typewriter, dark ink, or dark 
pencil. Nothing can be enclosed 
in the letter except the one page 
written message. 


The rate of postage is 3 cents for 


each letter if sent by ordinary wail, 
or 6c if sent by air mail. These 
V-Letters are not to be sent to any 
member of the armed forces lo- 
cated within the continental United 
States, but only those in foreign 
service, including Alaska. 


The handling of V-Letters, due to 


the uniform size, appearance, and 
weight will greatly expedite mail 
addressed to members of the armed 
forces overseas. It will be given 
preferred treatment and will be dis- 
patched by the fastest means pos- 
sible, either surface vessels, plane 
ferry, or a combination of both. It 
is estimated that 150,000 of these 
ipttprs can be handled in the space 
that would be required for 87,500

Sugar Scarcity 
Doesn't Mean 
to Waste Fruits 


Although Sugar is scarce, Hemp- 


stead county homo canncrs can- 
not afford to let fruit that can be 
canned or otherwise be saved go to 
waste this year, Miss Louise Lewis, 
assistant 
home 
demonstration 


agent, points out. In answering the 
following questions, she explains the 
new system of rationing sugar for 
home canning and gives way for 
making the best use of that sugar. 


Q. How much sugar can I gel 


for home canning? 


A. You will get 1 pound of sugar 


for every 4 quarts of finished fruit 
yon aro nutting up. You may can 
as much fruit as your family needs, 
nnu you may have an additional 
pound ot sugar for each person in 
your family to make a small supply 
of jams and jollies and fruit butlers. 


Q. How do I apply for that sugar? 
A. You apply to your rationing 


board for a certificate for sugar for 
home canning. With this certificate 
you can buy sugar at any store. 
Under exceptional circumstances, 
and at the discretion ot the local 
rationing boards, application for 
sugar for canning may be handled 
by mail. 


Q. How much fruit does it usual- 


ly take to fill a quart. 


A. Usually 7 to 8 apples; 8 to 10 


peaches; 5 to 6 pears; 24 to 32 
plums; 5 cups of berries, or 0 
cups of cherries will fill a quart. 


Q. How can I stretch the sugar 


1 do get for canning? 


A. Add a small amount of sugar 


to the fruit's own juices, instead of 
making the usual sugar syrup. 
Fruits naturally contain a great 
deal of water, atid you can make 
best use of your sugar by sweeten- 
ing this rather than by adding more
